THROUGH 9/10 TO 10/10 CLOUDS. 155 B-17S AND 143 B-24S ATTACKED 
THE SECONDARY, THE B-17S DROPPING 97.5 TONS OF C.P. AND 282 
TONS OF I.B., AND THE B-24S DROPPING 84.5 TONS OF G.eP. AND 
277 TONS OF I.B. WITH UNOBSERVED RESULTS. STRIKE ATTACK

ONE ADDITIONAL P-38 CRASHED ON TAKE-OFF.
